(NOTE: WE WOULD WELCOME THE SENATOR'S THOUGHTS ON 
DESIRED CALLS. WE BELIEVE THAT AMBASSADOR HAN XU 
MAY SEEK HIGHEST LEVEL CALLS. CONSIDERING 
EXPECTED VERY HIGH PROFILE NATURE OF THE SENATOR'S 
VISIT, WE BELIEVE CALLS ON SENIOR OFFICIALS SUCH 
AS PRESIDENT YANG AND PREMIER LI — BOTH CLOSELY 
IDENTIFIED WITH THE EVENTS OF JUNE 4 — MAY BE 
INAPPROPRIATE. WE BELIEVE THE SENATOR CAN 
ACHIEVE MEANINGFUL DIALOGUE WITHOUT CALLING ON 
SUCH OFFICIALS, AND WOULD RECOMMEND APPOINTMENTS 
WITH THE FOLLOWING: 

— WAN LI, CHAIRMAN OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE OF THE 

NATIONAL PEOPLE'S CONGRESS. WE BELIEVE THAT WAN LI 

WOULD BE APPROPRIATE AS THE INITIAL CALL BY THE 

SENATOR ON A CHINESE OFFICIAL. 
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— VICE PREMIER WU XUEQIAN. WU CAN REVIEW OUR 
OVERALL BILATERAL RELATIONS AND FOREIGN POLICY ISSUES. 

-- VICE PREMIER TIAN JIYUN. TIAN CAN REVIEW OUR 

ECONOMIC/COMMERCIAL RELATIONSHIP. 

4. THREE APPOINTMENTS SUCH AS SUGGESTED ABOVE WOULD LEAVE 

TIME FOR CULTURAL ACTIVITIES IN LATE AFTERNOON. 

WE WOULD SUGGEST A VISIT TO THE FORBIDDEN CITY, DRIVE 

AROUND TIANANMEN SQUARE, AND STOP AT THE FRIENDSHIP 

STORE.

5. AUGUST 12 LUNCH AND DINNER. THE CHINESE MAY OFFER 
TO HOST THE SENATOR FOR BOTH MEALS. WE WOULD SUGGEST 
THAT THE SENATOR LEAVE ONE OF THE MEALS OPEN FOR THE 
AMBASSADOR TO INTRODUCE THE RESIDENT AMERICAN BUSINESS 
COMMUNITY. 

6. REQUEST GUIDANCE ON SENATOR'S DESIRES RE 
CONTACTS WITH. FOREIGN AND LOCAL PRESS. 
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7. THREAT ASSESSMENT. THERE IS NO KNOWN TERRORIST 
THREAT AGAINST AMERICANS, AND THE CRIMINAL THREAT 
IS CONSIDERED MINIMAL. WE UNDERSTAND THAT THE SENATOR 
HAS BEEN INFORMED THAT THE TRAVEL ADVISORY REMAINS 
IN EFFECT, AND THAT MARTIAL LAW CONTINUES TO BE 
ENFORCED. WE DO NOT SEE THIS AS POSING ANY 
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CONSTRAINTS ON THE SENATOR'S MOVEMENTS OR ACTIVITIES 

WHILE IN CHINA.
